When the Act goes into effect it 
will mean that people who have been 
naturalized in Canada are now Can- 
adian citizens. All British subjects 
who are domiciled in Canada on this 
date automatically become Canadian 
citizens (unless they desire other- 
wise). Non-Canadian women, who 
have married Canadians (this of 
course includes thousands of war 


* brides) and a@itich are entitled to 
-diplomatic protection and all the wits 


and varied privileges of the Canadian 
born. 

There is another protection also 
that has been going on for years. 
@ince 1941. the protection of price 
rontrol . . . price ceilings . . . stabil- 
ization of currency ... systematic 


| distribution of foods and goods in 
-ghort supply and all the carefully 
‘ wlanned and worked out way of war- 


time living that has made Canada 
the envy of the world. Not only that, 
but cost’ of living only beaten by Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

And now . for the post-war 
vears . . a carefully planned de- 
control that is edging slowly and 
cautiously into the free and open 
markets of the world, a welcome 
change in many cases from the re- 
s rictions necessary during the peak 
»~ressure years of the war, but which 


“were necessary if national stability 


was to be preserved. 

Hundreds of articles already have 
been taken out from under price con- 
trol and the process of removing 
other things from under the ceiling 
goes on all the time. Just as soon as 
supplies equal the demand or if items 
are in the luxury class then prices 
are no longer governed. And when 
production is great enough to satisfy 
the demand prices usually stay at a 
nretty sensible level. In this way 
Canadians are taking part in a con- 
trolled decontrol--which sees to it 
that you and your next door neigh- 
bour can still buy the things you 
need at the right prices.

the ~ear-end review issued by the 
“"oet! se Prices-and Trade Board. A’ 
\uinber Of upward adjustments in 


orice ceilings were necessary, reflect- 
‘ng the impact of higher production 
osts and the cessation of some of 
he subsidies introduced during the 
var vears. Notwithstanding these up- 
-ard pressures, however, the rise in 
he cost of living index during . the 
‘ear 1946 was held to about seven per 
ent. 
The production of civilian goods 
luring 1946 showed a considerable 
“oemease as compared with previous 
‘ears, Witqmost of the goods that 
“anadians eat aif wear were pro- 
‘uced in quantities equal or greater 
‘nan in pre-war years. Shortages in 
‘yme essential items continued to ex- 
it, however. There were world wide 
‘ortages of imported items. Produc- 
‘‘on of manufactured goods in Can- 
ala was also impeded as a result of 
trade disputes in the United States 
and Canada. 
Towards the midle of the vear a re- 
examination of the whole stabiliza- 
tion policy was made. As a result the 


Government announced four meas- | 


vres designed to protect the Canadian 
economy from existing inflationary 
pressures. The most important step 
was the restoration of the Canadian 
@llar to parity with the United 
States dollar. At the same time the 
pricing procedure applied to most im- 
norted goods, was revised. And the 
»rices Board specified in detail those 
“oods and services which would con- 
tinne to remain subject to price con- 
trol. 

So far as subsidy was concerned 
the year 1946 saw a substantial di- 
minution in the number of commodies 
and industries affected by subsidies. 
The removal of subsidies on milk oc- 
etirred and subsidy payments to 

owers of tomatoes, peas. green and 
wax beans, corn and carrots were al- 
so cancelled during the year. as well 
as subc es to growers andlor pro- 
cessors fruits, white and yellow 
henna and domestic corn. 

Farly in the year subsiclies were 
‘ pemoved from other things, including 
imported raw wool, domestic worst- 
ed yarns and fabrics, and other min- 
or ediustmenta. 

‘The sixth ration bopk was distri- 
buted in September and canned fruits 


cranberry sauce and all beby foods - 


containing sugar were removed from 
the list of rationed commodities.

Broda, who was born at Bran- 
don, Manitoba, May 15, 1914, got 
his hockey start in and around that 
section of the province. Like nine 
out of ten goalies, he had the net- 
minding assignment thrust upon 
him. He wanted to play defense 
but he was too small and it was 
goal or nothing. So Turk guarded 
the hemp. That. was around 1929 


and 1930. By 1933 he had made(- 


such strides that he had migrated‘ 
to Winnipeg to play for the fam- 
ed Monarch juniors. He was also 
placed on Detroit's list and in 
1934-35 he was workout goalie for 
the Red Wings. Chuck Gardiner, 
then acclaimed as the greatest 
goalie in hotkey, was Turk’s idol 
and he gave the chubby Polish 
boy some pointers that helped his 
play considerably.

In 1935-36, the hockey fates 
started t6-work for Turk. He be- 
came regular “netminder for De- 
troit’s minor prod team, the Olym- 
pics, and it was during that sea- 
son that Conn Smythe invaded 
Windsor Arena on a scouting-for- 
a-goalie mission, Smythe was there 
to look over Earl Robertson — 
but he wound up with Broda, who 
stole the show. The Turk became 
Toronto's custodian in 1936-37 and 
remained as such until he joined 
the Canadian Army in the summer 
of 1943. 


His most successful season-.was 


1940-41 when he won the Veziria. 


Trophy in rather dramatic fashion. 
The Turk seemed to be sitting 
pretty for the netminding award 
with ‘gnly four games left to play 
that season. He had yielded only 
87 goals and was seven up on his 
closest rival, Johnny Mowers of 
the Detroit Red Wings. But... 
in the next game, played in New 


York, Broda had one of those 


nightmarish experiences. Rangers 
started throwing pucks past him 
early and often and the Turk 
couldn’t do anything to stem the 
avalanche. Rangers won the game 
8-5, and instead of having the Ve- 
zina Trophy tucked away, Broda 
was one goal behind Mowers, with 
each having three games left.

Policy of Soviet 
In Manchuria 


Edwin Pauley’s final report on 
Russia’s looting of Manchuria 
charges not only that it has delay- 
ed China’s economic recovery by 
a full generation but that it was 
systematically planned to do so. 
Whatever the motive may have 
been, Mr. Pauley makes it abun- 
dantly clear that the industrial pa- 
ralysis the Russian Army left be- 
hind it has definitely upset our own 
policy of building a strong, united 


and self-sufficieft China, says the 
New York Times. 
* * * 


The amount of damage the So- 
viet forces were able to inflict in 
their brief occupation is appalling. 
The report conservatively  esti- 
mates it at two billion dollars, a 
colossal sum in terms of the ori- 
ental fiscal structure. In Manchu- 
ria, Japan had developed an elabo- 
rate and highly efficient industrial 
plant, which was practically intact 
when the Russiaffs-.merched in. 
When they marched out it no lue¢- 
er existed. Only a skeleton which 
cannot function remains, The. re- 
port emphasizes how little Russia 
herself gained by her pillage—less, 
in fact, than she might have ob- 
tained through normal Japanese 
reparations. A large strategic pur- 
pose is strongly implied. Presuma- 
bly it was to leave China, her ally, 
in chaos and establish Russia as 
the dominant Power in the Far 
East.

Radar Forecasts 

Radar is now being used. to de- 
termine when and where rain will 
fall and the probable size of the 
raindrops, according to a soil ex- 
pert of. the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 

/J. Muckenhirn, professor of 
soil at the university's College of 
Agriculture, told the first annual 
meeting of the Soil Conservation 
Society of America that radar, soil 
and DDT. all produced by wartime 
research, had proved aids in fight- 
ing soil’ erosion and improving the 
crop varitty. 

He said that radar indicated not 
only the place and time that rain 
could be expected, but how much 
could be expected.

Can Banish Drought 

He says that if. given facilities to 
operate it in various parts of the 
prairies, he can banish drought, 
bringing rain with the “instrument's: 
greatly multiplied power of gravi- 
tational-attraction to the moon's 
influence.” 

Soft-spoken Johnston says halt- 
ingly that the electrical power 
drawn from the moon by the ma- 
chine’s electro-magnetic field causes 
electrical changes in the atmosphere 
and when clouds are overhead, 
affects condensation and thus rain. 
The machine has an effect over at 
least a 100-mile radius, he says. 

Johnston claims that the machine 
also tises the power of an electric 
storm in place of the moon when 
the former is occurring in the vici- 
nity of the machine, causing rain 
where no rain would have fallen 
had the machine not been in op- 
eration, 

The machine—which he calls a 
“universcope’-—has a solid steel 
frame and incorporates two horse- 
shoe shaped magnets. One of the

4 magnets is fixed and the other 


moves in a semi-circle about it, 
swinging like a pendulum. He says 
the moving magnet sets up an 
electro-magnetic field besides he- 
ing influenced in the speed of ial 
swing by the moon. 

“Shut ‘er Off!" 

Johnston has spent $500 on the 
machine which is. not patented. But. 
he wants only his expenses in re- 
turn for an opportunity to “smash 
drought completely throughout the 
three Prairie provinces.” 

He opérated the machin at te 
gina and made trips to Swift Cur- 
rent, Sask. between 1938 and 1941 
but he received no wide notice’ 
tintil 1942, On Sept. 1 that year, the 
Swift Current “Sun,” a weekly. said 
editorially: “... A man in Swift 
Current is operating a mechanical. 
instrument which is supposed. to 
induce rain and strangely enough 
we have had more rains than io 
decades past.” 

The previous July todeo fans at 
Swift Current had asked him to 
“shut ‘er off” because heavy. rains 
were interfering with the show.

facilities are few and unorganized;

boards of trustees; why should pupils 
near one high school be taken by bus 
to a-more distant one and why 
should the pupils in Centre Hastings 
have advantages that are not enjoy- 
ed by farmers in more distant local- 
ities when all pay taxes to support 
secondary schools? 
Only Minimum Program 

It also-requested ratepayers to ask 
themselves why should pupils in 
Centre Hastings have to attend 
schools which give only a minimum 
program while many pupils in South 
Hastings attend a composite schoo! 
which has not only the general o~ 
academic course but a vocational 
school with industrial arts; home ec- 
onomics, commercial and vocational 
agricultural courses. 

The report suggested that the fact 
that most secondary schools have 
only one course may have something 
to do with a large number of pupils 
who quit school before completing 
their training. 

Chairman West told council that 
in the spring of this year North 
Hastings had been organized into a 
high school district with bus lines 
transporting pupils te Bancroft which 
now has abovt 182 students. 

$2 Districts Formed 

Thirty-two high school districts 
have been formed in Ontario and the 
trend to larger areas was continuing 
the chairman said. After analyzing 
the grouping, the assessment and 
school population it was felt that 
Hastings might well be divided into 
three high school districts with one 
in the south, one in the centre and 
the other in the north. To get an ac- 
curate picture the Consultative Com- 

mittee had made a survey of second- 
arv schools in the county. 

The report created lengthy discus- 
sion with members arguing pro and 
con on the matter. Reeve William 
Davis, Bangor, Wicklow and McClure 
said that according to present plans 
and specifications of the new school 
tat Bancroft, students would be able |- 
to get the education equivalent to 
one year in. university. Vocational 
and other courses were on the curric- 
ulum of the school. 

Still in Infancy 

County Clerk Denyes warned 
council that the high school district 
question was still in its infancy. 
“Other counties were having trouble 
with the system,” he said, and he pre- 
dicted some confusion might reign in 
Hastings when the matter comes up 
for districts in the south and central 
sections of the county.

Nearly Extinct 


The mastiff dog was known to 
the Egyptians since at least 650 
B.C,, and in England since the Ro- 
man invasion, Two thousand years 
ago Julius Caesar stood up in his 
chariot on an English battlefield 
and looked with horror as giant 
dogs ran into battle with their mas- 
ters and leaped at the throats of | 
his warriors, says the Stratford 
Beacon-Herald. 

More than 500 years ago French 
soldiers at the Battle of Agincourt 
stood back in fear at a mastiff that 
growled defiance at them over the 
wounded body of Sir Piers Leigh 
until the English sofdiers carried 
him to safety, 

The English mastiff is a big, 
powerful dog, weighing up to 200 
pounds, measuring 10 inches around 
the foreleg, which is two inches 
more than the average man’s wrist. 
In modern days he is used as a 
watchdog, being hostile to strang- 
ers, but docile and friendly toward 
his master. 

A few days ago a group of dog- 
lovers met in a London hotel to 
see what they could do to save the 
English .mastiff from extinction, 
There are only eight purebreds left 
in Britain—two males and six fe- 
males, and all are old. It was re- 
ported that there are only 70 in the 
United States, but Britain dog fan- 
ciers hope to be able to buy some 
of them, and revive the breed in 
England.

Russia Training 
Elks In Harness 


The use of domesticated elks as 
a substitute for horses is being 
seriously considered in Moscow as 
the result of successful experiments 
in harnessing these powerful beasts, 
carried out by a Russian scientist 
who. had previously contrived to 
make sables breed in captivity— 
an achievement from which fur- 
traders are already benefiting. 
About 20 elks at an experimental 
station near Moscow have been 
trained to take the bit.

Chinese Coolies 
Rebuild Roalroad 
By Hand Power 


During the war Chinese coolies, 
including their womenfolk, car- 
ried out some prodigious jobs of 
road building, oundreds of thou- 
sands doing everything by hand, 
and it is not surprising to learn 
that up to 50,000 men have just 
finished a great task of rehabilitat- 
ing the railroad between Canton 
and Hankow, a length of 1,065 
miles, in six months, over some of 
the most mountainous territory in 
the world, relates the St. Thomas 
Times-Journal.

The Chinese destroyed large 
stretcties of the track in order to» 
prevent the Japanese using the 
railway,,and so destructive were 
the natives that the Japs were only 
able to use short sections of it. 
The Chinese blew up 102 of the 
lines main 119 bridges, including 
the concrete foundations. 

They blew up scores of tynnels, 
and they built sidings up to the 
tracks and then rolled the rolling 
stock down into gullies. The sys- 
tem was a thorough mess when 
they were through with it.

The bridge 
weighed 238 tons, and the only 
“machinery” the Chinese had were 
four jacks. The crews jacked the 
spans up on ever-rising stacks of 
railroad ties until they had them in 
place eighteen meters above ground 
level. The job took them six 
months, and they were. fighting 
flood water a good -part of the 
time. At the peak there were six 
or seven hundred men working 
there and they used 60,000 ties for 
the raising process. 

It is not surprising to learn that 
there were nearly 600 fatal acci- 
dents among the coolies. 


Pension Stopped 


The Government, overriding’ op- 
position cries of “paltry meanness,” 
decided Dec. 3 to discontinue a 
£5,000 ($20,000) annual pension set 
up 140 years ago for the descend- 
ants of Lord Nelson — Britain's 
greatest naval hero. The Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, Hugh Dalton, 
said Lord Nelson in his will asked 
only to have Lady Hamilton and 
their child cared for.

German Ships 
Will Sail Again 


Germany's merchant navy, a fleet 
of 500 vesséls-manned entirely by 
German crews, will.he on the seas 
again in a matter of a few weeks. 


This fleet will be flying a new 
flag. The flag has not yet been 
seen, but it will bear the interna- 
tional flag-code letter C, with V 
cut out. The ships will sail be- 
tween Baltic, West European and 
British ports, carrying vital food- 
stuffs to the Reich in exchange for 
as much timber and minerals as 
the battered German industries in 
the British and American zones 
can deliver. 


German skippers, engineers and 


crews, who are being processed 
daily to discover whether they are 
adherents. of the Nazi movement, 
are praying, that nothing will hap- 
pen to throw a monkey wrench 
into the works. 

They are afraid of last-minute 
hitches at the four-power discus- 
sion table which will hold up this 
vastly important plan to ease the 
British and American transport 
burden and to speed up commerce 
between Germany and the coun- 
tries to which she owes so’ much, 

The four-power authorities have 
their problems. fegarding this little 
shipping deal. There is the ques- 
tion of how German captains and 
crews will be treated when they 
arrive as a former enemy or at 
neutral ports.

review of the benefits the drug has 
brought to diabetics, comments the 
Stratford Beacon-Herald. _ 

Statisticians of the Metropolitan 
Life report that studies at a Boston 
clinic show that. the death rate 
among diabetic patients treated has 
dropped ninety-five per cent at 
ages under forty. Among the mid- 
die-aged, the reduction has. been 
two-thirds, and among older pa- 
tients the death rate has been cut 
in half. 

In the past twenty-five years 
methods of diagnosis have improv- 
ed, with the result that the number 
of diabetics has shown an apparent 
increase. 

Control of the disease has im- 
proved greatly, and further ad- 
vances are anticipated. Untold 
thousands, who . before insulin 
would have been condemned to 
suffering and death from diabetes, 
wilt lead fairly normal lives.

Vice Lynn 
‘Left Wing 


Lynn comes to the Leafs with 
the highest recommendations of all 
those who played with him and 
against him when he was with Buf- 
falo last year in the American 
Hockey League. Max Kaminsky 
and Johnny Mitchell, the hockey 
brains, of our Pittsburgh farm 
team, describe him as a rugged in- 
dividual. who never stops battling. 
“He was the roughest, toughest 


‘guy in the American League last 


year,” is the way Max and John 
put it. After one glimpse of Lynn 
in action, Leaf officials were of the 
same opinion. Conn Smythe part- 
ed with two players to acquire him 
from the Bisons and thinks young 
Vie should fit in nicely with plans 
to produce a rugged, battling To- 
ronto Team.

Despite his youth, Lynn is a sea- 
soned minor league player. He 
turned pro with Indianapolis Caps 
in the American Hockey League 
in 1942-43 and was a standout for 
the Caps for two seasons.

Collective Farming 
Discouraging to 
Owners of Farms 


We doubt if the people of Britain 
as a whole will take much satisfac- 
tion out of the threat of collective 
farming—-for that is what the so- 
cialization plaweenvisages. In nine 
cases out of 10 the fartier bnows 
his land better, the requirements 
of his crops better, knows the tim- 
ing of the various operations from 
seeding to harvest better than any 
academic farmer who happens to 
find a place on the bureau which is 
to provide the “advice on how to 
grow things”, Not only that, but 
the farmer is no clock-watcher. He 
is up with the sun, and he works 
till sundown when there is need 
that he do so. He did it through- 
out the war years. Indeed, the 
British farmer produced miracles” 
of production during the war, the 
Government helping with machin- 
ery and providing a pool of labour 
~—but he did it by working long 
hours . 

* “ * 

But if the Government is going 
to hold over his head a threat that 
his land may be taken from ®im, 
it is very doubtful if he is golng to 
work long hours while other work- 
ers are seeking shorter and shorter 
hours. He would not be. human 
if he did not resent the Govern- 
ment’s attitude. Indeed, the farmer 
knows, and we believe that the 
British consumer knows, that if 
socialization of land comes it will 
not be socialization for plenty but 
socialization for a tremendously re- 
stricted farm output. The eight- 
hour day doesn’t apply on the farm 
where weather and the seasons en- 
ter so much into the job of produc- 
tion, 

* * + 

People of Canada will watch the 
experiment in socialization of farm- 
itig in Britain, We have the threat 
of it here in Canada. That was one 
of the first planks placed in the 
C.C.F, provisional platform at Cal- 
gary in 1932. It was taken out 
later when it was found to be ana- 
thema to farmers. But the left 
wing of the C.C.F. Party still be- 
lieves in/Socialized land ownership 
and collective farming. The Brit- 
ish . Socialist Government's action 
will encourage them. 


Milk in The Sun 


Do not leave milk in the sum as 
even on cold days a little sunshine 
may change its flavor and vitamin 
content. Exposure to sunshine 
may affect the flavor of homogen- 
ized milk in a half hour and of 
other milk in an hour, dairy scien- 
tists of the U.S .Depattment of 
Agriculture found. The sun's rays 
also rob it of riboflavin and as- 
corbic acid,. research at ‘several 
state experiment stations showed.

It’s Cold in a Wind 


There are amateur scientists who 
argue that it is not any colder in 
the wind, but it is just that the 
wind makes it seem colder. That's 
one that has made’ many an even- 
ing’s discussion grow warmer. Even 
in the balmy air of Windsor and 
Western Ontario, says the Windsor 
Star, there are the amateur physic- 
ists who like to argue there is no 
real difference in the temperature 
in the wind. 

Along comes Dr. George E. Hall, 
President-elect of the University. of 
Western Ontario, to blow a blast of 
chill wind down the necks of those 
who argue the wind makes no real 
difference. An expert in research on 
varying temperatures, D. Hall cites 
the case of heavy bombers. flying 
at high altitudes. 

At between 33,000 and 35,000 feet, 
the temperature remains at about 
55 below zero. But, in the wind- 
stream the temperature of the guns 
will get down to as low as 90 de- 
grees below zero, or almost twice 
as cold. Many men were losing. their 
fingers by taking off their gloves to 
try and correct gun stoppages with 
their bare hands. |

Time lost by strikes:in the United 
in the first 11 months of 
1946 toppled all records, including 
the strife-torn post-war year of 
1919, the Bureau of Labor Statis- 


_ ties reported last week. 


A total of 107,475,000. man-days 
was lost by work stoppages. be- 
tween January and November — 
3% times the strike-idleness in the 
same period of 1945 and nearly 14 
times that of the first 11 months 
of the war year, 1944. 


The Bureau also reported that 
weekly earnings in manufacturing 
industries in November averaged 
$45.65—about $5 more a week than 
in’ November, 1945, although the 
work week was about one hour 
shorter than a year ago.

three or four hours. Whole vege- 
tables like carrots, onions, turnips, 
celery stalks and leaves may be put 
in with the meat for added flavour. 
The -stock obtained can be easily 
clarified by adding crushed egg 
shells, bringing the stock to the 
boil and then straining it through 
cheese cloth. From ‘the stock, 
which should be kept in a closed 
container in a. cool place, a great 
many varicties of soups can be pre- 
pared.

A Sinner Is Saved

Such knowledge of tuman nature 
and tact added to disregard of the 
barrier between Jew and Samari- 
tan, excited the wonder of the wo- 
man.

Q. How can I remove rust from 
nickelplate? 
A. By 
grease, or mutton tallow. Allow 
it to remain for two or three days, 
then rub thoroughly with rotten- 
stone, wash with ammonia, and 
polish with whiting. Kerosene ap- 
plied frequently will prevent nickel 

from rusting. 


Q. How can I store potatoes 
for the winter? 


A. Discard all the potatoes that 


show the least sign of decay or 
sprout. Pile potatoes in the base- 
ment. and cover well with straw 
or with\burlap. 


©. What is a good treatment 
for frostbite? 


A. Rub gently with snow, or 
with cloths wrung out of ice cold 
water, and keep the patient away 
from any direct source of heat.

-Other countries have suc- 
ceeded in practically eliminating 
wastage due to nature. In Sweden, 
with less than 8 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s forest area, there are more 
than twice as many forest engi- 
neers as in Canada. 


VALUE MULTIPLIED 


“I wish to draw one fact particu- 
larly to your attention. In 1945 the 
pulp and paper industry took pulp- 
wood valued at $122 million, and 
converted it into products which 
had a gross value of $400 million, 
In other words, the industry multi- 
plied more than threefold the value 
to Canada of its pulp and wood 
cut. In course of that process, its 
mills gave employment to 40,000 
tfsons and paid them $8044 mil- 
on in salaries and wages. In ad- 
dition, it supplied workers in the 
woods with employment and their 
wages amounted to $75 million. 
When you add the purchase of ma- 
terials and supplies, $184 million, 
you realize how important the in- 
dustry is to the whole economic life 
of the nation. 

“That this industry could be fur- 
ther expanded is evident when we 
consider that the pulpwood ship- 

ed of Canada in a raw state 
n a We: would supply a large 
paper-making industry, 

“The lumber industry which in- 
cludes production of sawn lumber, 
shingles and boards, has been in- 


. 


“creasing steadily, As, in the case 


of the pulp and paper industry the 
value of the forest cut has been 
much increased by processing, in 
this case almost doubled. 


NEW PRODUCTS FROM 
WOOD 


“In addition, new horizons are 
opening up for the use of our forest 
products, such as in the mranufac- 
ture of plastics artd textiles, This 
field so far has only just been tap- 

d, and holds tremendous possi- 
bilities We cannot, therefore, af- 
ord to waste or to see carelessly 
destroyed any portion of our great 
forest resources. 


“Throughout the responsible fi- 
nancial press during late months, 
we have seen articles to the effect 
that today more than ever increas- 
ed industrial output is a necessity. 
We need the best cooperation pos- 
sible between management and la- 
bor, The high rate of productivity 
which would result would be the 
only effective influence I know of 
against inflation.” 

Dealing with the question of 
taxation, Mr. Dobson noted that 
war expenditure was down to 35 
percent. of what it was in the peak 
year, “Yet the government Is col- 
lecting in this taxation year an 
amount equal to 24 per cent of the 
approximate 1946 national income 
compared with 11.05 per cent. in 
1938. The Finance Minister set his 
requirements at $2,769,000,000 in 
his last budget, compared with 
$534,400,000 in 1938. 


DRAG ON BUSINESS 


“Now it doesn’t matter where 
that revenue is accumulated by the 
government, or how it is taken, the 
withdrawal of this money consti- 
tutes a drag upén business. Sub- 
stantial reduction in taxes would 
give an incentive to individuals and 
to industry, encourage expansion 
and new ventures, encourage great- 
er production and lower prices, and 
therefore prove _an aid toward a 
higher standard of living. 

“Some will.say the government 
needs the money for social welfare 
and subsidies and so on, but I 
would point out that lavish govern- 
ment @*penditure has been unsuc- 
ee Bay 2 creating prosperity. “A 
‘let the government do it’ attitude 
will not get us anywhere, and ne- 
cessity alone should be the decisive 
factor in judging whether to retain 
some of the wartime controls and 
ractices, In some cases the manu 
acturers’ profit has been squeezed 
between rising costs and the price 
ceilings: I approve the policy of 
removing controls gradually, but 
as quickly as goods and services 
become available, and I am hopeful 
that world and domestic conditions 


will soon permit us to return to a 


. free economy. 


“This country reached maturity 
through its war effort, politically 
and industrially, If business, labor 
and government keep their heads 
there is no reason why we should 
not complete our delayed recon- 
version plans this year, and prepare 
to step forward in future.” 


GENERAL MANAGER’S 
ADDRESS 


In presenting the bank’s 77th An- 
nual Report, Mr. Muir, General 
Manager, stated that for the sixth 
consecutive year the total assets of 
the bank, which now stood at $2,- 
131,974,316, had reached new rec- 
ord levels, New records~had been 
established in many departments of 
the bank’s business. Liquid assets 
totalled $1,609,742,166 representing 
$1.69 per cent. of the total liabili- 
ties to the public. 

“The volume of commercial 
loans in Canada is up by $25,789,- 
321,” said Mre Muir, “but this does 
not give a true picture for the rea- 
son that at November 30, 1945, a 
Victory Loan ¢ampaign was in full 
swing: nor is the loan total a com- 
plete index of the financial assist- 
ance which is being supplied by 
the bank to our clients in their 
post-war business activities. In- 
cluded under the heading ‘Other 
Bonds, Debentures and Stocks’ are 
many millions of dollars represent- 
ing the purchase by the bank: of 
short-to mid-term bonds and de- 
bentures issued by clients to enable 
them to carry out expansion and 
improvements of a capital nature. 

“In addition, the smaller class of 
customer continues to take sub- 
stantial advantage of our facilities. 
This is demonstrated, for example, 
by the fact that during the past’ 
year we have made a total of nearly 
150,000 loans of $500 and under for 
personal purposes. 

“Our loaning business abroad has 
also continued to expand. as is il- 
lustrated by a well diversified: in- 
crease of $16,623,715 in commer- 
cial loans.” 


RECORD DEPOSITS 


The General Manager noted 
that total deposits had increased b 
more $74,000,000 to the new ali 
time high point of $1,963,103,951, 
The number of deposit accounts in 
operation continues to grow and 
as a matter of fact has increased jn 
Canada alone by 116,000 during the 
year bringing the total in operation 
up to 1,670,000, 

“The profits for the year were 
$903,244 greater than for the pre- 
ceding tWéive months’ operations. 

“As you will have Ubeeryed from 
the Directors’ Report, it has been 
decided to transfer to the Reserve™ 
Fund of the bank $5,000,000 from 
the amount-at credit of Profit & 
Loss Account, 

“There will still be left the sub- 
stantial sum of $1,467,414 to be 
carried forward, 

“You will also note that the Re- 
serve Fund bas been further in- 
creased by the addition to it of the 
sum of $15,000,000, bringing the 
Reserve Fund of the bank up to 
$40,000,000, : 

“It may be recalled that in the 
depression period of the middle 30’s 
it was decided to transfer $15,000,- 
000 from the Reserve Fund to in- 
ner. reserves, Time, however, has 
shown this to have been an overly 
conservative precaution. Conse- 
quently the entry has simply been 
reversed.” f 


AID TO FOREIGN TRADERS 


Discussing the wide network of 
branches operated by the bank, Mr, 
Muir referred particularly to the 
useful role played by the bank’s 
foreign branches in facilitating for- 
cign- trade. “The unique position 
which we ocupy,” he said, “as the 
Canadian bank with the most ex- 
tensive chain of foreign branches 
enables us to render exporting and 
importing clients a banking service 
which cannot be paralleled,” 

Mr, Muir spoke in highest praise 
of the loyalty, ability and interest 
of all members of the staff. “Your 
bank is not the handiwork of any 
one man,” he said, “nor even of any 
small group of men. On the con- 
trary, it is a monument to the co- 
operative effort of many, each one 
serving with enterprise and enthu- 
siasmt in his or her particular sphere 
of duty. 


“T cannot commend these men and 
women too highly to you, nor, as I 
see it, can the Management of the 
bank render a greater service to 
you than that they should at all 
times try to ensure that a. staff 
suchas I have described is foster- 
ed, encouraged and maintained.” 


Malaria Cure 


The “new British drug paludrine 
has cured more than 99 per cent of 
malaria cases treated in the State 
of Victoria, Australia, it was report- 
ed recently. 

Of '3,172 cases treated, malaria 
recurred in only 12 or one-third of 
one per cent. Similar figures were 
obtained in the other states. 

Paludrine was discovered in 
Britain and tested in Australia to- 
ward the end of the war.

Edison Missed Being A Canadian 
Because of Father’s Rebel Spirit 


Thomas Alva Edison, weorld-fa- 


. mous inventor whose 100th birth- 


day anniversary will be observed 
internationally on Feb, 11, 
missed being a Canadian only be- 


cause his father chose to side with - 


the forces of William Lyon 
Mackenzie in the ill-fated Papineau 


Rebellion and was forced to flee to 


the United States for safety. 

The_..Zntor’s father Santuel 
Edie “ohh, fled the village of 
Vienna in Bayham township, Ont., 
in 1838 after Mackenzie's attempt 
to seize the government failed. A 
year later he settled at Milan, Ohio, 
where Thomas Alva was born in 
1847. Two of Torm’s brothers, 
Marion and William Pitt Edison, 
and a sister, Harriett Ann, were 
born in Vienna. Tom spent some 
of his summer holidays with. rela- 
tives in Vienna. 

Worked ir Sarnia, Stratford 


Pioneers migrating westward 
from Nova Scotia founded Vienna 
village in 1811, and among them 
were Tom Edison's great grand- 
father, grandfather and father, the 
latter a youth t the time. The 
great grandfather, John Edison, 
had been one of the original settlers 
at Digby, Nova Scotia, to where 
he and his family had migrated 
from New Jersey at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. During the 
war, he was a Tory and loyal to 
the Crown, and as such had been 
ordered hanged for giving aid to 
the British troops. His sentence, 
however, was commuted .to banish- 
ment from the United States. 

Tom’s ancestral ties with Can- 
ada were to be augmented later 
when, as a youth, he worked in 
Canada as a telegraph operator at 
Sarnia and at Stratford Junction. 


First Black Eye 


Some of Edison's most i:.terest- 
ing childhood experiences occurred 
when he worked as a newsboy and 
candy butcher on the Grand Tronk 
Railroad train running between 
Detroit and Port Huron. His fam- 
ily moved to Port Huron when 
he was seven and continued to re- 


1947, . 


gide there until Tom was grown. 

It was an ordinary boy brim- 
ming with normal deviltry, not as 
the soon-to-be. inventor of such 
miraculous things as the electric 
light, the phonograph and the mo- 
tion picture, that young Tom re- 
ceived his first black eye in Sarnia 
in 1860. The then Prince of Wales, 
traveling as Lord Renfrew, was to 
stop off at Sarnia during a tour of 


‘Canada, and Edison was among a 


group of Port Huron lads who 
crossed the river to see the visit- 
ing royalty. In a dispute over the 
Prince, later” Edward VII, the 
Canadians whipped the Yankees 
and Tom received a blackened orb 


as a memento of the occasion.

Stamp Will Honor 
Father of of Telephone 


A new Canidian § four-cent stamp 
will be issued shortly to com- 
memorate the centenary of the birth 
of Alexander Graham Bell. 


The stamp, bearing a picture of 
the famous inventor and physicist, 
will be formally issued on March 8, 
100 years after Bell's birth in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. 

The new issue will be the first 
commemorative stamp Canada has 
issued since 1939, when a stamp 
commemorating the royal visit was 
rrinted, 

Although he came to Catiada in 


1870, and resided for a short time 


at Brantford, Ont., with his par- 
ents, he spent much of his life in 
the United Stataes, doing research 
on aids to the deaf in Boston and 
later in Washington. 

His diary indicates he got the 
inspiration for the telephone while 
lon a holiday at Brantford in 1874, 
and it wag in that city that he 
made the first’ transmission of 
speech: over a real line. 


In his later years, he spent his 
summers in Cape Breton, and he 
finally moved to Canada and lived 
in the Maritimes for many years, 
He is buried at Beinn Breagh, Bad- 


deck, N.S., where he conducted ., 


early aeronautical experiments and 
headed a group that produced the 
first plane to fly in the British Em- 
pire. 

He died at Baddeck, on August 
2, 1922,

Oven Fresh Rolls | 


There is something about hot 
fresh rofis that gives a special touch 
to any meal. 

When every homemaker baked 
her owslll@eread, baking day was 
marked by that pan of let rolls 
that disappeared so quickly. 

Dough for rolls may made ahead 
of time and chilled or frozen until 
being baked. This Is a good way 
to have fresh rolls without going 
to the trouble of mixing dough each 
time fresh rolls are required. For 
good: results it is very Important 
that the mixture be kept In a cold 
place, covered, to-prevent the yeast 
from working, - 

Soft or Crusty Rolls 

Cut off small uniform pieces, fold 
sides under until top is smooth and 
dough is round. For high, soft 
rolls, place close together on bak- 
ing sheet; for crusty place an inch 
apart; for very crusty rolls place 
in greased muffin tins. 

Cloverleaf Rolls 
Shape very small pieces of dough 


\ into balls, brush with melted fat 


and place three balls in each muf- 
fin tin. . 
Finger Rolls 
Cut dough into uniform small 
pieces, shape into balls. With the 
palm of the hand roll until of de- 
sired length, taking care to make 
them smooth. 
Creacents 
Roll dough % inch thick and, 
using a sharp knife, cut in three 
inch squares. Brush with melted 
fat; starting at one corner, roll to 
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opposite corner, pressing the points 
firmly down while rolling. Bring 
the two ends almost together to 
form the crescent. 


Knots 


Roll dough % inch thick. cut in 
narrow strips and roll with palm 
of hand into 8-inch strips. Tie in 
a loose knot. 

Twists 

Prepare strips as for knots. Twist 
from ends in opposite directions, 
then bring ends together and pinch, 
to hold firmly. 

Refrigerator Rolls 


1 cake compressed yeast OR 
1 tablespoon quick rising dry 
yeast 
1 cup lukewarm water 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1% cup shortening 
14 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup hot mashed potatoes 
1 cup scalded milk 
2 egge—well beaten 
6-7 cups sifted all-purpose flour 


Dissolve yeast in lukewarm water: 
and add the teaspoon of sugar. 
Place shortening, sugar and salt 
in mixing bowl. Add mashed pota- 
toes and cream well. Combine 
lukewarm milk, eggs and dissolved 
yeast. Add to first mixture. Add 
flour. to make a stiff dough. Toss 
on floured boad and knead well. 
Place in a large greased bowl and 
let rise until double in bulk, if 
rolls are to be baked. immediately. 
Knead slightly, shape into rolls as 
desired, cover and let rise until 
light. Bake in hot oven, 400 deg. 
F. for 15-20 minutes. 

If this dough is to be stored in 
before baking, after 
first kneading place in a greased 
container, brush surface with melt- 
ed fat and cover tightly. About 1% 
hours before baking time shape 
into rolls as desired. Let rise until 
light and bake as above. 

Yeast doughs may be frozen and 
kept for a longer period than if 
stored in refrigerator cabinet. Af- 
ter first kneading, wrap dough in 
waxed paper and place in freezing 
unit. Remove about four hours be- 
fore baking time. Let rise until 
dough is light, this will take about

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How Can-I?

Q. How can I water-proof the 
soles of shoes? 

A. Melt two parts of tallow with 
one quart of resin. Warm the soles 
of the shoes and while the mixture 
is also warm, apply it to the soles 
as long as the leather will absorb it. 

Q. How. can I keep quinces? 

A. Place they carefully in a bar- 
rel, using only perfectly sound fruit. 
Fill the barrel with water, fasten 
on the head of the barrel and put 
in a cool place. They should keep 
fresh all winter. 

Q. How can I protect the blank- 
ets to prevent frequent laundering? 

A. Sew a piece of thin muslin to 
the blanket, reaching about eight 


inches down from the top. This will 


lighten the cleaning bills. 

Q. How can I keep from soiling 
the wall paper when washing the 
woodwork? 

A. Try using a strip of tin, about 
one foot long and six inches wide, 
holding it agoinst the edge of the 
woodwork.
